Grayling Man Killed 
In Memorial Day Crash 


Thomas McCoy, 57, of Grayling, 

' was pronounced dead on arrival at 

Grayling Mercy Hospital following a 

Memorial Day carcrashonM-72East, 
near Stephan Bridge Road. 

McCoy, a passenger in a station 
wagon driven by a Lake Orion man, 
was not wearing his seat belt when the 
accident occurred at 2:09 a.m., May 
27. The station wagon was traveling 
weston M-72 when it collided with an 
eastbound vehicle driven by another 
Crawford County man. 

The driver of the station wagon and 
his wife and the driver of the second 
vehicle were all transported by ambu- 


lance to Mercy Hospital. The Lake 
Orion couple were then transported to 
Munson Medical Center, in Traverse 
City. 

Names of the other accident victims 
are not being released because the 
accident is still under investigation 
and charges are pending. Alcohol 
may have been a contributing factor, 
said the Crawford County Sheriff Dept. 

The Sheriff Dept. was assisted by 
the Grayling City Police Dept., Gray- 
ling Fire Department’s Jaws of Life, 
North Flight Ambulance, North Flight 
Intensive Care Ambulance, and the 
Frederic Township Ambulance. 
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Commissioners Waiting For 
Camp Lehman Information

A written report from CampLehman 
work crew supervisor Dallas Hudson 
explaining how Lehman’s work crew 
program operates and where crews are 
currcnily working was discussed 
briefly by county commissioners at 
their May 22 meeting, but commis- 
sioners were more concermed that 
Camp Lehman officials had not re- 
ported back to the board regarding the 
results of their contact with county 
work sites. At the April 24 meeting, 
State program coordinator Marvin 
Winn told commissioners that Lehman 
work pass personnel would look into 
the advertising practices of local work 
site employers to ensure that local job 
opportunities are offered to local 
employees before Camp Lehman 
inmates are hired. 

There was concem by commission- 
ers that recent action by an Ingham 
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County court to uphold the Depart- 
ment of Social Services’ proposal to 
cut people from the state’s general as- 
sistance rolls may make the county's 
minimum wage positions more im- 
portant to local residents. 

Long said he still maintains that if 
an employer cannot find employees 
willing to work for the offered wage, 
the solution should be to increase the 
wage not import inmates or Jamaican 
workers. Long said competition for 
the jobs is unfair because inmates do 
not have the same burden of paying 
today’s food and housing expenses 
that the man off the street faces. 

Commissioner Joseph Callewaert 
said he is still interested in the list of 
offenses committed by the inmates 
working in the community. He said he 
continues to be concerned about the 
safety of the community when inmates, 


who havecommitted assaultive crimes, 
are free to come and go from their 
work sites, unsupervised.

U.S. House Bill Would 
Reduce National Guard Cuts 


The U.S. House of Representatives 
approved adefense authorization 
bill that would prevent deep National 
Guard cuts as proposed by the Anny. 

The Army had recommended 
eliminating 136,000 guard troops 
nationwide, but the House’s $290 
billion authorization bill would limit 
guard cuts to 18,000 troops. 
Congressman Dave Camp (R- 
Midland) supported the House effon 
to curb guard reductions, 

“If fewer guard units are eliminated 
nationwide, it stands to reason that 


Michigan will keep more National 
Guard armories open,” Congressman 
Dave Camp said. “While it may take 
several months before we know what 
armories will remain open, we can be 
more optimistic today about the future 
of our units.” 


The Defense Appropriations bill will 
be considered in the House during the 
next few weeks. 

“The strength of the guard is that it’s 
a cost-effective way to supplement 
our military operations, has proven 


itself during war and provides vital 
assistance during times of crisis at 
home,” Camp said. “‘People remember 
those sacrifices and are convinced that 
the guard plays an important role in 
our communities,” 


The Army has proposed closing 22 
armories in Michigan, including those 
in Cadillac, Alma, Big Rapids, and 
Kalkaska, which could cost the state 
5,000 full and part-time jobs. In 
addition, guard reductions have been 
proposed for Owosso and Grayling. 


90 Students Slated For Transfer 
To Frederic Elemeniary In 1991-92 


The Crawford AuSable Board of 
Education took action to continuc their 
past practice of transferring two fourth 
grade classes and one kindergarten 
class from the Grayling Elementary to 
the Frederic Elementary for the 1991- 
92 school year, The transfers must be 
made because there is not sufficient 
classroom space at the Grayling 
Elementary to house those classes, 
This is the same transfer pattern as has 
been used for the past two school 
years. , 


Approximately 27 kindergarten 
students and 63 fourth grade students 
must be transferred. 


The same process will be used to 
determine students who will be 
transferred as was used during the past 
two school years. Volunteers will be 
sought at both the kindergarten and 
fourth grade levels. If sufficient 
volunteers are not found, the remaining 
fourth grade slots will be filled by a 
lottery drawing. The remaining 


kindergarten slots will be filled by 
selecting those kindergarten students 
who were last registered for next fall, 


Kindergarten students who went 
through Kindergarten Roundup or who 
went through assessment in the 
preschool programs throughout 
Crawford County will not be subject 
to transfer due to the date of their 
registration, However, if a sufficient 
number of kindergarten students are 
not available for transfer based upon 


volunteerism or the date of enrollment, 
a random drawing will be held among 
remaining kindergarten students to fill 
those spots. 

If the additional third grade or split 
second/third grade classroom is 
approved according to the 
recommended staffing plan, those 
students will also be transferred from 
the Grayling attendance area to the 
Frederic Elementary using the same 
method for transfer selection as with 
fourth grade students. 


745th Was 1st Army Guard Unit In Iraq 


There is common knowledge that 
the first air-to-air combat over Iraq 
during Operation Desert Storm 
resulted in a South Carolina Air 
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National Guard F-16 Fighter Pilot 
shooting down an Iraqi fighter. 
However, few people realize the first 
Army National Guard unit entering 
Iraq the first day of the ground war 
was the 745th Ordnance Detachment 
(Explosive Ordnance Disposal) of 
Camp Grayling, MI. The 745th entered 
the ground war phase with the Ist 
Infantry Division. 


The 745th remained in frag from ihe 
opening of the ground war until the 
13thof April. Then the two demolition 
tcams were returned to Iraq again on 
the 22nd of April and finally brought 
back to Saudi Arabia on the 9th of 
May. 

The 74Sthconsists of cight personnel 
composed of: Commander - CPT Mark 
Dillow of Belleville, MI; Detachment 
NCO - SFC Mike Gamer of Grayling, 
MI; Two Unit Clerks: SPC Karen 
Wallace of Grayling, MI, and SPC 
Teri Darling of Harrison, MI; Four 
EOD Technicians (broken down into 


two teams): SSG Dave Page of 
Roscommon, MI, SSG Ken Drouillard 
of Livonia, MI, SGT Todd Hernandez 
of LaPeer, MI, and SGT Butch Drillen 
of Mesquite, Texas (Vietnam Veteran), 

The unit's mission consisted of: 
clearing mincficlds as they entered 
Iraq with combat units; clearing the 
forward staging (re-supply) arcas 65 
miles into Iraq; keeping the supply 
route open; demolition of unexploded 
ordnance (duds) and munitions left 
behind by Iraq; checking enemy 
vehicles, bunkers, and bodies for booby 
traps; and their last mission being 
called back into Iraq was clearing 
mincficld areas for the establishment 
of Refugee camps. 

Camp Grayling said the unit’s 
performance isconsidered exemplary. 
Of the 28 EOD Detachments deployed, 
they were one of the three Army 
National Guard units and their 
performance ranked among the top 
three units of the total 28 deployed 
(Active and National Guard) with over 
150 incident responses. Their anit 


performance reflects both the 
outstanding work and dedication of 
cach unit member and the ability to 
irain up to Army standards utilizing 
the training installations at Camp 
Grayling. 

Some of the comments sent home 
were; 

The Unit Commander, CPT Mark 
Dillow, noted: “Ordnances were 
(unfamiliar) invented (by the Iragis)” 
eee identification and establishing 
munitions difficult. 

Referring to the reality of the Gulf 
War, SFC Mike Gamer stated, “One 
of the things that this type of thing 
(war) brings out, is just how mortal 
you really are,” 

SGT Butch Drillen, a USMC 
Victnam Veteran, noted that the 
ferocity of the ground war was “much 
worse than Victnam — coutdn’t get 
away from it... 24 Hour stress, no 
break.” The EOD teams spent 66 days 
in Iraq disposing of mines, booby traps, 
and unexploded ordnance (bombs, 


rockets, and bullets). 

Camp Grayling anticipates the return 
of the 745th Ordnance Detachment 
{EOD) from Saudi Arabia the first part 
of June. They will first undergo a de- 
mobilization process at Ft, McCoy, 


WI, prior to their return to Camp 
Grayling.

Diarrhea 

Diarrhea is defined as any 
increase in the frequency of stools 
above the “normal” pattern for that 
particular patient. 

The most common cause of 
diarrhea is viral. This is usually 
short-lived and quite benign. The 
main concern is to keep ahead on 
the fluids. One of the biggest 
mistakes is to use plain water or 
jello water. Fiuids taken in diarrhea 
should be rich in potassium and 
minerals because the stoo] that is 
lost is rich in potassium and 
minerals. For babies this means 
using Pedialyte and similar 

products. For adults Gatorade or 
1! similar products. 

Any time blood is passed in the 
stool you must see your doctor as 
soon as possible or go to the 
4] emergency room. If the diarrhea is 
accompanied by high fevers, 
seizures, lethargy, abdominal pain, 
1] vomiting, or altered behavior, goto 
{| the emergency room or your doctor 
immediately. 

The most common problems for 
j|children with diarrhea are 
dehydration and diaper rash. 
Keeping up on fluids and watching 
the urine output are the best

“weapons” against dehydration. If the 
urine output falls below one urination 
every six hours or if the urinations 
become less than one urination every 
8-1 hours go to the emergency room. 
For diaper rash, change the diapers 
as soon as possible after cach stool or 
urination. Wash gently with your hand, 
using lukewarm water and use only a 
small amount of gentle soap, as 
needed, to clean up the stool. Do not 
Scrub or rub the baby’s skin. Blot dry 
or air dry and then apply Desitin with 
each diaper change. An additional 
medicine that can be used and 
purchased over-the-counter is 0.5% 
Hydrocortisone mixed with Lotrimin, 
Lotrimin isan anti-yeastcream. These 
may be applied twice aday each. Don't 
use the Hydrocortisone if the baby’s 
on antibiotics unless you use a product 
like Lotrimin or Nystatin cream. If 
you use the Hydrocortisone alone 
while the baby is on antibiotics a bad 
yeast infection can result and the rash 
will appear to get worse. Any time the 
rash is getting worse rapidly consult 
your doctor as soon as possible. 
Most diarrhea resolves by itself in 
two to three days, if it does not consult 
your doctor. Remember, milk products 
can aggravate the diarrhea and keep it 
going long after the infection is gone. 
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This is because human being will 
temporarily lose thegbility lo digest 
lactose, the main sugar in milk. 
Given five to seven days of no 
diarrhea, people will regain this 
ability as the inside lining of the 
intestine regenerates itself. The way. 
to avoid this problem is to swith 
babies to soy milk and for all adul 

to avoid milk products. Remember 
that concentrations of materials are 
ofien more difficull tohandic during 
diarrhea and diluted soy milk is the 
best approach until the diarrhea has 
stopped completely. At that point, 
keep the baby on the soy products 
but gradually increase the strength 
of every feed until you are back up 
to full strength and no diarrhea. 
Stay off the milk products at least a 
week after the diarrhea stops to be 
safe. 

Parents and grandparents often 
are afraid that the baby will ‘‘starve” 
if not fed during a diarrheal iliness. 
This is not true. Most babies with a 


viral infection have little or no {{ 


appetite while they are sick but they 
are thirsty. Don’t force foods on the 
baby, concentrate on giving fluids. 
Remember, no baby ever starved to 
death in less than a month, but lack 
of fluids can kill in one Lo two days.

Heartworm disease season, which 

comes with warm weather, is here. 

Mosquitoes transmit the eggs of the 
seven to 12-inch heartworms that live 
in the hearts and lungs of infected 
dogs and cause severe—-often fatal— 
inflammatory reactions. 

The treatment, which is a series of 
arsenic injections, is also very hard on 
the animals. The best bet, said Dr. 
Paul Mesack of the Grayling Hospital 
for Animals, is to prevent heartworm 
disease. 

Preventative medication should be 
administered beginning in May. But 
blood tests must be given to determine 
that the animals do not already suffer 
from the disease or the preventative it- 
self can be fatal. 

See your veterinarian immediately 
to have your dog tested and put on 
heartworm disease preventative medi- 
cation throughout mosquito season.
